NIGERIAN CLANDESTINE INFORMATION SOURCES 

During the last month there has been considerable turmoil in Nigeria as a result of the 
unexpected fatal heart attack suffered by Nigerian military ruler Sani Abacha. The 
replacement regime does not show many signs of movement toward an announced 
democratic transition. Thus, several existing Nigerian clandestines and a couple of 
new ones have emerged. 

Two major DX news sources have once again proven to be invaluable during this fast 
moving period in the Nigerian clandestine scene. ACE's own Ulis Fleming, who also 
serves as distribution maven for the weekly Cumbre DX internet newsletter, points out 
that Cumbre immediately jumped into news on the Nigerian scene, both with regular 
weekly coverage of loggings and with some immediate special supplements. If you're 
not familiar with Cumbre, you could send an e-mail direct to Ulis Fleming via 
ulis@ix.netcotn.com for a copy of some basic information on the newsletter. You can 
also send logs into Cumbre using cumbreeditor@ollie.ralabs.com as the e-mail 
address. While the coverage of clandestines in Cumbre is excellent, they intentionally 
do not cover pirate loggings. They recommend The ACE and Free Radio Weekly for 
pirate purposes. 

The other invaluable source of short run updated Nigerian clandestine news during the 
turmoil there was our own Nick Grace's Clandestine Radio Intel web site. I've 
mentioned this site repeatedly in past issues of The ACE, but I'm certain to do so 
again. Nick has done a literally phenomenal job with this web site. It has already won 
several awards for web sites, most of which were awarded by organizations that have 
nothing to do with shortwave radio. It provides truly comprehensive coverage of 
clandestine news from stations all over the world, and Nick has been updating the site 
frequently. Point your web browser to http://www.qsl.net/yb0rrni/cland.htm to 
access Nick's amazing collection of clandestine station information. It's certain to have 
updated information that has arrived between the time that I wrote this column and the 
time that this month's issue of The ACE arrived in your mailbox. 

NIGERIAN CLANDESTINE NEWS 



There is some very entertaining listening available from the various shortwave 
clandestines that are active in transmitting programs to Nigeria right now. Here's a 
roster of the latest stable of stations. Most programming on all of the stations is in 
English, although some stations produce occasional brief features in local Nigerian 
languages. 
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Radio Save Nigeria Broadcasting Service. This is a new one since last month. It's 
operated by the National Advocacy Group for Democracy and Human Rights. Nick 
Grace's site says that it emerged on June 12 as a replacement for Radio New Nigeria. 
It uses transmission facilities from WGTtt in Georgia with a schedule of half hour 
shows at 0530 UTC on 5085 kHz and at 1930 UTC on 9400 UTC. Clandestine 
DXpert Hans Johnson has been among those who have confirmed this schedule. The 
station address is PO Box 202, Boston, Massachusetts 02131. If you want to call them, 
(617) 364-6301 is the voice number, with (617) 264-7362 for a fax. E-mail is also 
accepted using their nagdhr@aol.com address. How about that; even clandestines are 
signing up for AOL nowadays. 

Egbe Omo Yoruba, Here's another new one with a different twist. The station is 
operated by the Association of Yoruba Descendants Worldwide, which is a group 
pushing for independence of Yoruba stale within Nigeria. Nick Grace points out that 
they sent him information on their schedule direct, which is viaWHRI transmitters in 
Indiana on Mondays lor an hour at 2000 UTC on 15460 and 17665 kHz. Although 
their shows are mainly in English, you can look for a local language ID of "Ijinie 
Ohun Oduduwa" at times. They have been on the air since May 4. Reports can be sent 
to their address at Yoruba House, 7600 Georgia Avenue NW, Suite 405. Washington, 
DC 20012. The phone number to call is (202) 291-9471, with (202) 291-9473 if you 
would rather send a fax. Their e-mail contact address isinfo@yorubanation.org from 
a web site using the http://www.yourbanation.org URL. 

Radio Kudirat. T his one, the granddaddy of currently active ciandestines since their 
emergence in June of 1996, is still heard. As we've mentioned in Hie ACE from time 
to time, they use the Meyerton, South Africa SWBC transmitters in a pretty 
transparenl but still clandestine fashion. Their show is schedule for an hour at 1905 
UTC on 6205 kHz, although I've noticed a few minutes' variation in their sign-on and 
sign-off times occasionally. This frequency is less than wonderful for Norlh American 
propagation during the summer, so it might pay to check their alternate frequency of 
1 1540 kHz that is sometimes used. The station replies pretty well to reports sent via 
UDPN, PO Box 9663, London SE1 3ZD, England. They accept e-mails using their 
radio@ndfii.com address. 

Radio NADECO. This one, which uses WWCR transmitters for an hour on Mondays 
through Fridays at 0600 UTC on 5070 kHz and 2045 UTC on 15685 kHz, is operated 
by the National Democratic Coalition of Nigeria. They celebrated their first 
anniversary on the air on June 30. You can write to them via NADECO, 514 10th 
Street NW, Suite 600, Washington, DC 20004. Other contact points are the phone at 
(202) 347-1960, their fax at (202) 247-0921, and theirnadeco@aol.com e-mail 
address. 

Voice of Free Nigeria. 'T his one uses the German government SWBC transmitters at 
Juelich for an hour on Saturdays at 1900 UTC, using 1 1645 kHz. I've heard this one 
with good signals on many occasions. Their first anniversary on the air was June 12. 
The Free Nigeria Movement operates the station and produces the shows. If you're 
contacting them, the address to use is PO Box 441395, Indianapolis, Indiana 46244. 
The phone number is (317) 216-4590, with PR@FreeNigerla.org for e-mail. 

All of these stations can be heard in North America, most with good signals on a 
typical day. Since the programming is mainly in English, they can produce some 
entertaining listening. Why not check out the stations? If you hear them, let us know. 
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RADIO MARTI CONTROVERSY 



The lead story in the June 4 edition of \heMiami New Times was a detailed analysis of 
the political turmoil at Radio Marti. The multi-page article is worth checking out at the 
paper's h(tp://www.miaminewtimes.com/1998/060498/featurel-I.html web site. 
The article maintains that Herminio San Roman, the new head of the Office of Cuba 
Broadcasting, has largely restricted his changes at the station so far to style. San 
Roman gets plenty of criticism from old followers of the late Jorge Mas Canosa, partly 
because he has made some staff changes at the station. A feud continues between San 
Roman and the President's Advisory Board for Cuba Broadcasting. Anybody who has 
an interest in the Cuban clandestine scene will certainly want to read this long and 
detailed article. 

ZACHARJAS L1ANGAS LOGS AND QSL 

Zacharias Liangas checks in once again this month with some clandestine logs from 
Italy. He heard the Voice of Democratic Burma on May 25 on 13820 kHz at 1317 
UTC. He noted that the discussion was not only about Burma, since recent turmoil in 
Indonesia was also discussed. He heard the same station three days earlier at the same 
time and on the same frequency, although it had QRM from a numbers station on the 
previous log. 

Zacharias is also happy to report that he received a QSL from the Voice of Sudan ; 
operated by the National Democratic Alliance. He got their "award" QSL in only 15 
days for a report via e-mail. This is fairly unusual; most clandestines wili look for 
some kind of return postage before they even think about mailing out QSL's. NDA SG 
Office Director Abdulahi F. Mohdi was the verie signer for the QSL. The e-mail 
address used by Zacharias is sudanvoice@umma.org for the station. If you prefer the 
old fashioned method for mailed reports, PO Box 4961, Asmara, Eritrea is the address 
to use. The station has used a variety of frequencies over the years, including one right 
on top of WWV on 10000 kHz. Most of the recent logs I've seen of them have been on 
7994.5v kHz around 1600 UTC, which is not exactly a good place for North American 
reception during the summer. 

E STATIO N PROFILES 

Once again this month, BBCMS has issued a variety of clandestine station summaries. 
Bob Grove and Monitoring Times magazine forwarded them to us. The most 
important are covered in MT, but some of them got squeezed out of the magazine's 
pages. With our appreciation to Grove Enterprises, here are the latest profiles from 



China. The Voice of Tibet, operated by the Worldview Internationa! Foundation and 
the Norwegian Tibet Committee in Oslo, Norway, has been on the air since May 14, 
1996. They use a transmitter in Cenlral Asia for daily broadcasts in Tibetan for a half 
hour at 0000 UTC on 9380 kHz and at 1230 on 15605 kHz. Their address is 
Wclhavensgt. t, 0166 Oslo 1, Norway. The phone is + 47-221 1-4980, the fax is + 47- 
2211-4988, and the e-mail addresses ofmail@vot.org or voti@onllne.no are 
supposed to work. This one is fairly good DX, but it can be heard from North 
America. 

Iraq. Ilarim Radio, which uses a slogan as the Voice of the Regional Government of 
Iraqi Kurdistan, has been on the air since February 1997. The Kurdish ID of this one is 
Era Radiyo Ilarim, dangi hukumati harimi Kurdistani Iraqa. If you hear them in 



Arabic, hum idha'at iqlim kurdistan is the ID. They use 1500 for an hour daily on 
4085 kl Iz. At this time and frequency, a solar eclipse will be necessary to hear them in 
North America. BBCMS does not provide contact information. 
Iraq. Radio Freedom, operating daily at 1500 UTC on 3905v kHz, transmits in 
Kurdish. They are the voice of the Communist Parly of Iraqi Kurdistan. BBCMS 
speculates that they share facilities with the Voice of the Iraqi People. The Kurdish ID 
is Era Ezgay Azadiya, Dengi hizbi Shuyu'i. BBCMS provides no contact information 
for them, but we can't hear this frequency during midday in North America anyway. 
Sudan. Voice of Liberty and Renewal, aka the Voice of the Sudan Alliance Forces, 
aka the Voice of the Popular Armed Uprising, uses an Arabic ID of idha'at sawt al- 
hurriyah wa a!-tajdid, sawt quwwat al-taha!uf al-sudaniyyah, sawt al-in!ifadah al- 
sha'biyyah al-musallahah. BBC says that they have been on the air for a couple of 
months since May 7. They operate on a variable frequency of 7000v kHz daily in 
Arabic for an hour at 1600 UTC. Although BBCMS provides no contact information 
for them, you can try their web site at http://www.safsudan.com for information 
about (he National Democratic Alliance. In Cumbre DX Number 195 of June 19, 
Mahmud Saladin K.Fathi of Egypt noted that he heard them between 1545-1703* 
UTC, with an announcement of "7 MHz" as their frequency. Mahmud notes that the 
signal is heavily jammed by the Sudanese government.

TRU-SPEC AMP/PREAMPLIFIER: A friend gave me a brand-new 
unit the other day, one of the best I've seen in a long 
time. It's the Tru-Spec TA-36 adjustable preamplifier 
for the UHF-VHF TV/FM broadcast bands. It's a very 
well-built unit, having totally adjustable gain 
controls in the front panel, including one for UHF, VHF 
Low and VHF High bands. It also has two FM traps, one 
for the lower & one for the upper portion of the band. 
This preamp will amplify to the tune of 36db gain- what 
a horse! What is also interesting is that it has TWO 
outputs, one for full power and the other a -20 db 
"test point". It's powered by 120 volts AC @ 9.5 
watts, 60 cycles, but I'm sure it could be bypassed & 
modified for 12 volts (gotta get a schematic!). 



At one location where a friend was having trouble 
getting any FM band signals down into a basement at his 
work, I advised him to build a "passive repeater" 
system and install the TA-36 's output at the basement 
antenna- the results were greatly improved! It took 
some tinkering, however. The VHF Low was peaked all the 
way, while the VHF High was turned all the way down and 
the upper-limit FM trap switched in. There was a strong 
station at 106.1 overloading the entire area! 
Nonetheless, as he tuned the FM band, he was able to 
tune in 90% of all the stations in the area, with one 
or two outside the area! 



I am unsure whether this little version of a "passive 
repeater broadcaster" is legal or not, since it is 
essentially that- a wireless link from the outside. 
Nonetheless, it is a useful toy for a difficult 
situation, and the wireless signal it broadcast was 
better than hooking up a multitude of radios! 



There have been several micro-casters out there who 
have used TV/FM amplifiers to boost the output of their 
Part 15 transmitters; the Tru-Spec TA-36 is a high-end 
unit that can be used (OUTSIDE the U.S.A.!) to cleanly 
boost signals to a better coverage area via it's 
tunable gain stages. With a 36 db gain, it ought to put 
out a decent signal! At this time I'm trying to get an 
address for the manufacturer of Tru-Spec preamplifiers, 
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but my guess is to check with your better-stocked 
electronics outlets for now. 



DISCUSSION OF DB GAIN: This has been a hot controversy 
for quite some time in hobby circles. To put it 
bluntly, every 3 db is a doubling of signal, one that 
when received is barely discernable to the human ear. 
Basically, if you take a one-milliwatt signal and boost 
it 12 db, you've essentially doubled it four times: 2 
mw, 4 mw, 8 mw, 16 mw. Antenna gain as well as 
amplifier/preamplifier gain is figured this way, how 
many times a signal is amplified from it's original 
strength. As an example for Ham radio operators, 
those operating low-power versus high power, in some 
cases, the lesser stations are ONLY -6db of the higher 
power stations! Go figure! A good antenna theory book 
can help clarify some of this greatly; at this time, I 
cannot come up with the formula for figuring exactly 
what the TA-36 mentioned above would do- I ran out of 

SOUND FEEDER SF120 WIRELESS CD PAYER ADAPTER REVISITED: 

As I was trolling through the local Walmart's 
electronic section the other day, guess what I found 
for $19.95? This unit was sent to me by "Circle K" (an 
FM pirate of parts not to be disclosed) to play with. 
If you're not aware of this unit or didn't read about 
it in a previous ACE, it's a tunable FM transmitter 
that is coupled to a CD player (or tape player, for 
that matter) to broadcast audio to your car's FM 
receiver. Power output is in the microwatt range, so 
don't expect much more range than 10 feet or so, but 
it'd be a good basis for a start-up station! By the 
way, this unit is also available from J. C. Whitney, a 
long-time leading car part mail order company. 



SOUND FX: Wanna have some fun while doing audio? How 
about an AFFORDABLE voice changer from Tech America? 
Their catalog #990-0147 will allow you to add vibrato, 
raise or lower your voice seven tones or sound like a 
robot, all for 14.95 + s&h. The catalog says that the 
microphone and speaker must be separated to avoid 
feedback, but I'm sure as, with other units, it can be 
adapted to plug directly into a mixer board.

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Last month I introduced you to a station that simulates radio traffic for the 
purpose of SiGINT collection training. This month I want to take a look as 
to who the possible operating agency is and the location of the receiving 
site for this station. 

As we have seen, the messages that are sent in the daily skeds consist 
of cipher groups and some plaintext messages of fictitious incidents. The 
traffic simulates different radio nets, but all of it is sent by one transmitter. 
Various modes are sent and are changed often. It is obviously a training 
operation of some sort. Also, judging from the traffic sent, it's obvious that 
it is being used to train U.S. military radio intercept operators. Therefore, I 
believe the receiving site is located at Fort Huachuca in Arizona. 

Fort Huachuca is home to the US Army Intelligence Center and School, 
where radio intercept operators from all four branches of the military are 
trained in SIGINT collection. The Army used to train CW collection at Fort 
Devens, MA, where I trained, but moved it to Fi. Huachuca when Ft. 
Devens was slated for closure. Another interesting fact is that before I left 
the military in 1993, the jobs of Morse Systems Operator (CW collection) 
and Printer Systems Operator (RTTY collection) were being combined into 
one job. It only makes sense that these operators should be trained in both 
CW and RTTY collection, which coincidental^ is what the daily 
transmissions of this station consist of. 

It is also interesting to note that when I was being trained in CW 
collection at Ft. Devens back in 1990, we trained on receiver simulators 
instead of using actual on-air signals. The receivers were simulated Raca! 
RA/6790GM receivers that used computer-generated "radio" signals. We 
could tune around the bands with absolutely no atmospheric noise (what a 
blessing!) and copy whatever targets the computer told us to copy. The 
instructors could add simulated interference to the audio so we could 
practice copying through tough noise and/or jamming conditions. I believe 
that this system is probably still in use, unless they upgraded to something 
better. What I'm not sure of is why they are using real signals on the air for 
their training, when they have the simulators to work with. However, live, 
on-air signals would give the trainees better experience of propagation and 
atmospheric conditions. 

Another interesting thing to note is the times of the broadcasts. Each 
sked is at 1500 and 1900 UTC, which corresponds to 0800 and 1200 
Arizona time. The transmissions usually last for about three hours, so this 
gives two hours of copy from 0800 to 1100, and two hours from 1200 to 
1500 Arizona time. Arizona does not observe Daylight Savings Time, so 
the skeds are one hour later during the summer months. The break from 
1100 to 1200 would coincide with a lunch break. The afternoon sked is 
normally the same as the, morning sked, so it's apparent that two classes 
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are trained every day, one in the morning and one in the afternoon. This is 
similar to the way the school was run when I went through it. One last 
interesting item: This station is never on the air on national holidays, which 
would be in keeping with policies for most militaiy schools. 

And where would the transmitter be located? That is a tough one. 
Obviously, the military would want it located where it would be able to take 
advantage of excellent propagation into Arizona on 10225 and 16303.6 
kHz. I'm not an expert in propagation, so I can't begin to guess where this 
would be. The signal is usually weak to good here at my central US 
location. If anyone has an idea or any knowledge as to the transmitter 
location, I'd like to hear from you. 

Over the past couple of years, I have accumulated a large amount of 
intercept of this station and have it all stored in one text file. If anyone is 
interested in receiving a copy, e-mail me at the address at the top of the 
page and I'll send it to you. It makes for some interesting traffic analysis, 
even though all the traffic is simulated. As I have said, this station has 
made for some of the most interesting monitoring I've come across. And I 
plan to keep monitoring this one In the future. 
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It has been an awesome year for the ACEI We received 
over 1,000 Inquiries about the club because of an appearance on 
the Art Bell "Coast to Coast" show and Its added to our 
membership. There are a lot of people who would Join us, If they 
knew what we do and how much fun we have listening to 
"pirates" and "clandestine" broadcasts. Tell your radio friends 
and non-radio friends about the hobby, you might be surprised, 
they could quickly become listeners. 

LPFM SUFFERS BLOW to the movement with Judge Wllkens 
ruling that the FCC does have Jurisdiction to shut down Stephen 
Dunnifer and FRB. Good question Is, "What now?". Those trying 
to legalize LPFM may go back to their old ways of Just Ignoring 
the FCC, they certainly don't have enough people to enforce the 
rules, but Its Just a matter of time before the 24/7's get busted. 
The FCC is iooklng at proposals but all the Info I've heard and 
seen would require a dally schedule and adherence to a rigid set 
of rules, which Is exactly what LPFM'ers have been resisting. 
Only time will tell.
